The Bankers* Trust Company, 
of New York, seems to be invit- 
ing a decision by the court that 
its action wirh refference to the 
marriage of its clerks is against 
public policy. Its directors have 
just adopted a rule that a clerk 
receiving less than $100 a month 
will be dismissed and forfeit the 
right to share in the company's 
pension if he takes for himself a 
wife. The directors claim that 
this was not to protect them- 
selves, but to safeguard the em- 
ployes against the disaster likely 
to follow an attemiit to support 
a fiunily on an insuflteieiit salary. 
Hie clerks will doubtless regard 
it, howeiver, as indefensible med- 
dling in their private aibdrs of 
whiehthey will themselveB be 
the better jodges.
